WASHINGTON (AP) - Two 


out-of-date Ohio license plates, a 
broken ski, a flour sifter, a cou- 
ple of old copies of Playboy 
magazine, and about 15 tons of 
excess fat. 


That may not sound like a list 


of tourist souvenirs of a trip to 
the United States, but for 3,086 
youngsters, it was. 


There was, of course, a smat- 


tering of models of the Statue of 
Liberty, picture post cards of 
the White House at night and a 
few Indian blankets. 


But after living in this country 


for nearly a year under "typical 
American home" conditions, 3,- 
086 teen-agers from 59 foreign 
counories were far more inter- 
ested in returning home with, as 
one put it, "the idiotic little 
things we can't get or can't af- 
ford in our own countries." 


The teen-agers arrived late 


last summer to live and study in 
the United States under the aus- 
pices of the American Field 
Service. 
They 
stayed 
with 


American families and many, 
who were high school seniors 
when they arrived, were return- 
ing home with diplomas from 
American schools. 


As they gathered here during 


their last week in this country, 
they had curious souvenir lists 
and 
some 
frank 
comments 


about the American way of life. 


Most startling for many of the 


students 
were 
Americans' 


strange drinking habits. Some 
sample comments: 


Stella de la Garma, 18, of Mar 


Del Plata, Argentina: "We have 
no drinking age (limit) in Ar- 
gentina. Anybody can drink any 
time, 
so 
nobody 
ever gets 


drunk. But here, kids get drunk 
just because it's against the 
law." 


Hans Joerg Niebergall, 18, of 


Bremen, 
Germany: "American 


beer tastes like soapy water. 
And Americans pour beer down 
the side of glasses to keep foam 
down. That's just making bad 
beer worse." 


Jose 
Filomino, 
19, of Sao 


Paulo, Brazil: "In my country, 
if you can reach the bar, you 
can order a beer." 


But, 
apparently in Brazil, he 


can't get old Confederate nags 
because 
they number 
among 


Jose's souvenirs, as does a set 
of Ohio license plates. 


"There's no particular reason 


for them," he said. "I just like 
them." 


One rather universal souvenir 


among the students was excess 
personal poundage. 


Nearly all 
of them gained 


weight, they said, in amounts 
varying from 6 to 35 pounds. 
If conservatively averaged at 10 
pounds per student, this totals 
more than 15 tons. 


"It's not surprising," said An- 


nie Ringot, 19, of Paris. "Amer- 
icans take cars everywhere they 
go. When I went to the mailbox, 
I took a car."

The really first-rate espionage 


novel — and this is one — gives 
the reader a mounting crescendo 
of startling breaks in the plot, 
a dazzling array of technical 
tricks and atmosphere, some sex 
spice and plenty of deadly ac- 
tion. 


It also helps if there is enough 


motivation to 
muke the good 


guys and the bad guys seem be- 
lievable for the moment, but that 
doesn't matter too much if there 
is plerrtv of action and entertain- 
ment. As there is here. 


The hero of this story is a 


U.S. naval intelligence officer 
named Rone, who is recruited by 
an independent spy network; his 
code name (because he is a be- 
ginner in the tough major leagues 
of spydoml is "The Virgin." 


Rone becomes a member of a 


team sent into Russia to replace 
a veteran agent, Polakov, who 
has gambled once too often and 
is very dead. 


There may have been a secret 


letter - who has seen if - from 
a Western power to someone in 
the Kremlin hierarchy, offering 
support in the power struggle 
over Khrushchev's ouster and 
succession. One Kremlin faction 
may want to use it for black- 
mail; the Western powers may 
want to get it back. Professional 
spies know it is worth millions. 


The story is developed with 


a teasing balance betweendirect, 
stark narrative and cryptic en- 
counters. Behn is very good in 
sketching rapidly those bobtailed 
scenes and clipped 
dialogues 


which are designed to tantalize 
the panting reader; those split- 
second scenes of brutality, dis- 
guise and betrayal, those fancy 
moments of intuitive deduction 
and desperate pursuit. 


This is real spy-story magic. 


Of course we all 
know it is 


sleight-of-hand. But when it is 
done as deftly as this, it be- 
comes a really delightful per- 
formance.

Do-it-Yourself

These days it is easy for 


amateur 
horticulturists to 


parlay their interests into 
a year-round project. 


New 
materials 
bring 


greenhouses into the backyard 
picture as costs are brought 
down. 


If a greenhouse is beyond the 


scope of a. do-it-yourselfer, the 
same type of materials can con- 
vert a screened-in porch into a 
winter sunroom for plants. 


Experiments at the University 


of Illinois have shown that a 
wide range of materials may be 
used for a simple greenhouse for 
year-round production of orna- 
mentals 
and flowers. Illinois 


Research, a university publica- 
tion, reported that a wide range 
of plastic materials were tested 
and that a greenhouse 10 feet 
wide and 10 feet 8 inches long 
proved to be a good do-it-your- 
self project. Frames were built, 
with common tools, of 2 by 4 
lumber and attached to a sill 
plate with angle-iron braces, 
each frame spaced 32 to 36 
inches apart. 


Film plastics tested included 


polyethylene, vinyl, mylar, flat 
fiber glass. These were held in 
place with 1 by 2 batten strips 
nailed to the outside of the frame. 
Frames were notched at the peak 
and eaves. A solid concrete 
foundation that extended below 
the frost line gave trouble-free 
construction. 


The 
researchers 
estimated 


that the materials cost about 
$100 or less, depending on the 
materials chosen. If one plans 
to use such a house for growing 
spring transplants 
or for tem- 


porary use, 4 to 8 mil poly- 
ethylene was found to be satis- 
factory, but is not recommended 
for year-round use as summer 
sunlight is likely to deteriorate 
it. \\eatherable vinyl brings the 
price up another S50 to S75; mylar 
adds another 525 or $50, ar.d if 
corrugated fiber glass is used 
the price comes to about $300.

Why Not Abolish Headlines ? 
W 


henever people start criti- 
cizing newspapers, it's a 
safe bet somebody will say 


a few words about headlines. It 
happened again at the Governors 
Conference in Los Angeles, only 
this time it was a newspaper edi- 
tor who did the talking. During 
aldiscussion of compalints about 
news presentation, ErwinD. Can- 
ham, editor in chief of The Chris- 
tian Science Monitor, observed, 
"I sometimes think headlines 
ought to be abolished." The gov- 
ernors indicated their agreement 


(with vigorous applause. 


j 
Well, why n o t abolish head- 


' lines? There a r e some pretty 
good reasons. A good headline 
wSls the reader quickly what the 
story underneath has to say. It 
enables him to find a particular 
story he may be looking for. By 
its relative size and placement, 
the headline indicates the editor's 
best judgment of the story's 
value. 


By its very nature, the head- 


line is imperfect. It is an attempt 
to put in a few words whatawrit- 
5P may have taken hundreds of 
words to tell. Of ten news material 
simply cannot be condensed that 
much with total accuracy. A com- 
plex, carefully qualified policy 
statement, for example, is almost 
impossible to sum up in five or 
six words. In such cases, the 
headlines may be a compromise. 


The frustrating conditions un- 


tter which headlines must be writ- 
ten add to the problem. In thefirst 
place, a headline must fit in a 
given space which puts strict lim- 
its on how much can be said. 
Furthermore, the headline writer 
may have to read the story and 
write the headline under extreme 
time pressure. Though he may 
improve on his work in later edi- 
tions, his first effort is there in . 
print for all to see. In spite of 
aH this, critics notwithstanding, a 
great many good headlines are 
written. 


No one is more aware of the 


imperfections of headlines than 
the people w h o produce them 
as Canham's wry comment indi- 
cates. Yet, with all their short- 
comings, headlines perform an 
Invaluable service. Without them, 
JJL would be almost impossible 
to make any sense out of a news- 
paper. — Louisville (Ky.) Times.
